From present indication the case 
of Jett and White,on trial atCyn- 
thiana for the murder of James B. 
Marcum will result in a verdict by 
Saturday night. The evidence has 
all been heard and two or three of 
the six speeches to be made for the 
prosecution and for th« defense 
alike have l*een delivered. Judge 
Fulton French, of French-Ever- 
sole feud fame, opened for the de¬ 
fense, and his lire of attack was 
the character of ('apt. B. J. Kwen, 
the state's star witness, whom h»* 
villifled in the most vindictive 
aud vituperative language he had 
at command. He pictured him na 
a man of no character nor moral¬ 
ity; absolutely unreliable and a 
man with a black heart. Judge 
French was followed by J. Stanley 
Webster, county attorney for Har¬ 
rison county, who spoke for the 
prosecution. He denied that the 
prosecution bad coached its wit¬ 
nesses, as alleged by French, aud 
said that had not French’s heart 
been as black as the cess-pools of 
hell he would not have conceived 
the idea. In return for the abuse 
of Ewen by French, Mr. Webster 
showed the state’s witness to be 
the einbodiinent of all that waa 
noble.
